THREE DIMENSIONAL VISION 


With the Unaided Eyes 


TWO EYES are always better than one. The average person is so used to seeing objects 
stereoscopically that he seldom gives consideration to the visual image deficiency which would 
result from a loss of the third dimensional feature. Stereoscopic vision is a “rangefinder” for 
placing the exact position of objects. 

Lay a pencil on your desk with the point toward you. Now with one eye closed, attempt to 
touch the point of the pencil with your index finger. Generally you will not be on the target. 
The mechanics of stereoscopic vision are simple. Each eye sees a slightly different image. These 
are interpreted by the brain as one, with the additional all-important feature of depth. 

This perception of depth decreases as the distance from the eye to the object is increased. 
On an average, stereoscopic vision is lost 1200 to 1600 yards from the unaided eyes. 


With Stereomicroscopes 


THREE DIMENSIONAL vision is extremely valuable, also, in interpreting magnified images 
of objects. Many things may be satisfactorily seen only when magnified—leading to the 
necessity of combining magnification and stereopsis. 

The stereoscopic or Greenough type microscope provides a magnified image which is both 
stereoscopic and unreversed. While its magnification range is more limited than that of the 
monobjective type, its fields are larger, and its unreversed images are more easily interpreted 
by the average user. 

The uses of stereomicroscopes are almost boundless. These instruments are best known 
perhaps for use in biological work and for dissecting. Industry however, is rapidly finding more 
and more applications for these optical aids. Today, many small part assembly operations, such 
as bearings, watches, etc., are handled more quickly and efficiently with three dimensional 
magnification. 

These flexible instruments are used for the examination of many types of specimens—often 
being placed either on or over the object.

Mechanically, these sturdy instruments 
are watch-like in their precision. Opti- 
cally, their performance is of the supe- 
rior quality which only Bausch & Lomb 
“know-how” can guarantee. 


Dustproof Design 


Dust and other foreign material cannot 
sift down through the eyepieces onto 
the prisms and into the nosepieces of 
these instruments. 

The prism housings are dust-tight 
and incorporate a patented seal which 
permanently protects the prism assem- 
blies. A Neoprene ring is fixed in a slot 
at the lower end of each eyepiece tube 
and effectually closes what has hereto- 
fore been a dust catcher. This feature in 
no way hinders removal of the housings 
for prism examination. Two easily ac- 
cessible screws firmly hold the cases in 
place, as well as permit their quick re- 
moval. 

Nosepieces, both revolving and slid- 
ing, are also entirely protected from 
dust seepage. While they work with sur- 
prising ease, they are so designed and 
fitted that the optics are kept clean for 
highest quality performance. Objectives 
are designed to protect their lens sur- 
faces, the mount being long enough to 
prevent touching the lenses while in use 
or when being changed from one nose- 
piece to another. 

Dustproofing, from an economy 
standpoint, is particularly desirable— 
the less optical parts are handled, the 
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less the opportunity of their becoming 
scratched, chipped, or broken. These 
Stereomicroscopes are built to give 
long, useful service from every part. 


Highest Quality Optics 


Bausch & Lomb wide field eyepieces 
have been designed to give comfortably 
long eye relief with flatter fields and ab- 
sence of bothersome stray side lighting. 
Mechanical design of these eyepieces 
permits simple insertion of standard mi- 
crometer discs for measuring work. 
Objectives of these instruments are 
fully up to Bausch & Lomb highest qual- 


ity precision standards. Parfocal and 
interchangeable from one stand to an- 
other, these optics are as fine as can be 
produced for wide field work. They are 
marked by less than the usual image 
deterioration at the edge of the field. 
True stereopsis is realized in these 
advanced design optical systems. The 
angle between the axes of both eye- 
pieces and objectives is 10°. There is 
no compromise in stereoscopic quality. 
Width of field is, of course, a prime 
requisite of any Greenough type micro- 
scope. In this phase of its design, no 
other instrument excels these B&L mod- 
els.

The sliding nosepiece on the W, T, and R Series is dustproof. Its action is quick and 
positive, positioning of the desired objective being effected by a click stop. When chang- 
ing from one objective to another there is no bothersome kaleidoscopic effect. 

Below is shown the extensible double dovetail slide with extra wide rack. 
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Dustproof prism housings are featured by a Neoprene ring which makes contact with 
the top surface of the Porro prism. This patented design prevents dirt from sifting down 


over the prisms. 


In addition to the conventional clamp atop the prisms, gibs at the bottom furnish addi- 
tional support and effectually maintain optically correct positioning. 

Large, well-fitted gears move the prism housings and eyepieces to adjust and positively 
maintain individual interpupillary distances.

Stand Design 


The Bausch & Lomb Stereomicroscope 
stands, both conventional and special- 
ized, are packed with features which 
are found only on these fine instruments. 
Too, these stands furnish steady sup- 
port for the optics, they have a pleasing, 


functional appearance, and they will be 
faithful workers in any surroundings. 

The prism housings are geared to- 
gether so that rotation of one turns the 
other. The stand is always symmetrical 
regardless of the adjustment necessary 
for inter-ocular separation—and main- 
tenance of setting is assured. 

Within the dustproof prism hous- 
ings, the erecting prisms are securely 
held in place by a clamp at the top and 
gibs at the bottom. Absolute mainte- 
nance of proper positioning is assured 
throughout the life of the instrument. 

Inclination angle of the inclined eye- 
pieces is 30° from the vertical—the 
most comfortable for use on conven- 


tional height tables. An inclination joint 
is provided in the standard V-U base. 

The models in the K series have a 
three position adjustment for the arm, 
while those in the other series are pro- 
vided with a sliding extension fitted 
with a flat, long-lived pressure spring. 
Unusually long working distance on the 
two types will be welcomed as appre- 
ciably increasing the range of their 
usefulness. 

Arm design is such that there is a 
wealth of usable space between the cen- 
ter of the stage and the inside of the 
post. Two stage and base sizes are avail- 
able in the T series. The standard stage 
is 544” x 814” overall, while the larger 
type is 8144" x 814". 

The glass stage plate is protected on 
all sides by metal, the front strip being 
quickly removable should it be desir- 
able to take out the glass for cleaning 
or any other reason. A combination 
black and white metal contrast plate is 
held by a spring in its groove on the 
stage models. 

Bases are either the standard V-U 
type or the extra wide design. In each 
case the bases are instantly detachable 
and are fitted with a combination con- 
cave mirror and diffusing disc mounted 
to swivel in a swinging arm. 


Positive Focusing 


Focusing without drift—always desired 
in wide field microscopes—is assured 
on these stereomicroscopes. A patented 
beryllium-copper spring has a double 
bearing against the focusing pinion 
shaft. This metal is known for its re- 
sistance to fatigue and, with the easily 
accessible pressure adjusting screws, 
will be “on guard” through the long 
lifetime of the instrument. 

Focusing knobs are extra large for 
positive handling and the extra wide 
rack on all models gives strength with 
ease of manipulation. These instruments 
will always focus as easily and precisely 
as the day they leave the Bausch & Lomb 
inspection division. 

The finish on each model is gray 
enamel, easy to keep clean and always 
in harmony with any environment. 
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e Engineered to assure performance comparable to that of higher priced instruments, these 
models conform in every way to B&L quality standards.

These illuminators are manufactured 
by Bausch & Lomb to quality standards. 
They are recommended as fitting com- 
plements to B&L microscopes. Efficient 
and adequate illumination is just as im- 
portant in stereoscopic microscopy as it 
is with monobjective instruments. In 
fact, in spite of the comparatively low 
magnifications used and the lack of a 
substage condenser, Greenough type 
microscopes make just as critical de- 
mands of illuminators as do those in- 
struments with higher magnifications. 

Bausch & Lomb illuminators will 
prove adequate, versatile, and long 
lived—capable of rendering the kind of 
service expected of a B&L instrument. 


Reflector 


The Reflector Illuminator with elliptical 
mirror is so designed that it will deliver 
diverging, parallel or converging light. 
The jointed arm permits illumination 
from any angle and either above or 
below the stage. The lamp focusing ad- 
justment enables the technician to use 
the illuminator well outside the field of 
actual operations.

The Fluorescent Illuminator furnishes 
cool light of even intensity and can be 
used on its base or in one of the holes 
provided on the bases, stages and slid- 
ing nosepieces of most models. 

The light can be adjusted in any di- 
rection by means of the strong, jointed 
arm. In the base are contained the 
switch and reactor unit. 


Nicholas 


For parallel light the improved Nicholas 
Illuminator has a condenser system for 
controlling the beam. The illuminator 
can be used on its pedestal base or in 
holes on the microscope the same as the 
fluorescent type. Joints in the arm allow 
for tilting the illuminator to the de- 
sired angle. A blue glass filter is sup- 
plied. 

The arm is of sufficient strength to 
provide adequate support for the lamp 
and condenser assembly, minimizing 
vibration and inconstant focus. 

The Nicholas Illuminator and Re- 
flector Illuminator require either a re- 
sistance or a transformer. Selection 
should be made from the specification 
table on the next page, according to 
type of current available.
